The 
New York World, discussing the 
prppo.«e< 


amendment to the constitution so that United States 
senators shall be elected by direct vote, says it "ex- 
pects neither so much good nor so much evil fron 
this amendment as do its ardent champions and op- 
ponents," and "doubts whether it will greatly improve 
the personnel of the senate." 


If by "personnel" is meant the grade of ability anr' 


plane of private character to be found in the senate 
perhaps there will not he much improvement. There 
is no need that there should. The kind of men, sim 
ply considered as men, who go to the senate leaves 
nothing to be quarreled with in any great number o 
instances, a fact that has bad existence throughout tin 
history of the senate. It may be proved in the sequc 
that not so much positive good will come from direct 
elections as the more aggressive of the champions of 
that reform are ready to premise and to promise, bu 
at least it will stifle a horde of evils that now loo often 
are the accompaniments of senatorial elections. 


The great interests will nt be able under the popu- 


lar method to put a senatorial election in any state 
under their influence and direction as has been and yet 
is the case in many if not most of the states. Greed} 
privilege cannot be expected to cease its political activ- 
ity, but it can be prevented from concentrating its ef- 
forts and its means on a few men in a legislative body 
Moreover, whatever reason there may have been con- 
ceived, when the federal constitution was framed, foi 
prescribing the manner of electing senators through 
state legislative bodies, there is no reason today for 
continuing it. Popular election of senators rests upon 
as sound a basis as popular election of representatives 


in the house. 
Deadlocks and Lorimers, the long as- 


cendancy of Aldriches and Baileys, the possibility of 
Guggcnheims and the menace of worse will be made at 
-least improbable if not rendered impossible by direct 
election of senators. 


A man sent from "Brooklyn to a New York insane 


asylum escaped four and a half years ago with ijust a 
nickel in his pocket, leaving an estate worth .$25,000 
to be cared as courts might see fit.

Editor of The Sentinel—I regret 


very much there must be further pub- 
licity regarding our ornamental light- 
ing controversy. 


However, as Mr. Wood seems to 


want to force his lamp onto the peo- 
ple by getting under the wings of Col. 
-Moynihan through 
the 
Journal-Ga- 


zette columns, also under the win^s 
of some of the unions and labor or- 
ganizations. 
And as through esti- 


mates he has published which make- 
it look as if his arc 
light system 


would cost one-third of the amount 
that the cluster of lights or Tungs- 
ten system would cost for mainten- 
ance, we feel that 
the other side 


should bo presented. 


Taking Mr. Wood's own figures i:e 


claims his arc system would cost, in- 
cluding current, renewals of globes, 
electrodes, etc., *li5.60 per block per 
year, and his plan calls for eight (S) 
arc lights to a block. Xow if anyone 
will stop for a moment and figure this 
out they will find that Fort Wayne 
has been cither paying pretty fancy 
prices for arc light service or else 
Mr. Wood Is figuring this thing out 
to suit his fancy. 


At one time when the Jenny Elec- 


tric works had the franchise for light- 
ing our streets—In Mr. R. T. McDon- 
ald's time, the city paid that company 
$125 a year per lamp—about as much 
as Mr. Wood figures the cost for eight 
(S.) 


This was gradually reduced and 


just before the city got its own 
plant In operation, which was at the 
time the Traction company had the 
franchise, the city was paying $70 per 
lamp. 


However, since the city is using cur- 


rent from its own- plant, the lighting 
department is paid $33 per arc lamp 
from the city general fund. 
So, tak- 


ing the last figure, which Is considered 
actual cost, and figuring as per Mr.

Mayor Hindley said, "but I be- 
lieve we can bring out from 45.000 to 
50,000 men and women, including rail 
road and bank presidents, manufac 
turers, wholesale and retail dealers 
and society matrons, on the opening 
day to assist in beautifying the resi- 
dence districts.

department will take care of the busi- 
ness streets and alleys, and special de- 
tachments of firemen will be on hand 
to avert fires. The refuse will b« de- 
stroyed under their direction." 


Aubrey Lee White, president of the 


Spokane 
park 
commission, 
is

originator of the municipal cleaning 
day plan, first worked out in tills city 
early in the spring of 1906 through the 
city beautiful committee on the 160,000 
club, now headed .by C. Herbert Moore 
•formerly mayor ot the city. It has be- 
come an annual institution In Spokane 
and has been taken/up by other cities 
in the United States and the Domin- 
ion of'Canada. 


Twenty Thoutand Last Year. 


Twenty thousand men, women and 


school children participated in the flrsi 
annual cleaning day five years 
agi> 


The army of volunteer workers, com- 
posed of people from all walks -of life, 
was under the direction of City Engin- 
eer Henry J. Llllenthat, who was mar- 
ahal of the day. The men and boys 
were armed with shovels, pruning Im- 
plements and rakes, while the women 
and girls assisted In planting trees and 
shrubs 
and 
flower 
seedj. 
They 


•worked from early morning until the 
sun passed from view behind the west- 
ern hills, and the results were highly 
satisfactory. 


Five hundred teams w*re provided 


by the 150,000 club. millownerB, busi- 
ness houses and residents generally; to 
haul the garbage to the municipal in- 
cinerating plant, and special firemen 
were stationed in various parts of the 
city and outskirts to supervise the de- 
struction of refuse by bonfires.

Such control 
and regulation should stop all abuses 
of capitalization, of extortion 'or 
of 


overcharges, of unreasonable division 
of profits. 


This kind of regulation, as Mr. Vail 


views yie problem, Involves, also the 
control and regulation of competition. 
He says that a public utility giving 
good service at fair rates should not 
be subjected to competition at unfair 
rates. 
It is not that all competition 


should be suppressed, but that compe- 
tition should be regulated and con- 
trolled. A corporation serving an en- 
tire community must serve some parts 
at a loss. Under such circumstances, 
he maintains that it is unfair to per- 
mit a rival company to establish com- 
petition in, those places where 
tho 


business-is-profitable, ignoring those 
where it must be done at a loss. State 
control and regulation, to be effective 
at all, says the report, should be of 
such a character that the results from 
the operation of one 
public 
utility 


would not warrant the expenditure or 
investment necessary for mere dupli- 
cation and straight competition. 
In 


other words,\the profits should not be 
o large as to' warrant duplication at- 
capitalization in the competition for 
the same business. In summing up his 
case against unregulated competition, 
Mr. Vail says In part: 


"Effective, 
aggressive competition, 


ind regulation and control are incon- 
sistent with each other and cannot be 
had at the same time. 


"Control or regulation, to be effec- 


ive, means publicity; it means semi- 
lublic discussion-and consideration be- 
fnre action: it means deliberation, non- 
liscrlmination; it means everything
